The feeling of che 1epie- 
sentatives or tne smail towns and 
vitiages was that under single tax, 
their assessment has decreased and 
ta; rates running as high as 76 and 
80 mills on the dollar have to 
collected this year ,and even thea in 
a few instances the revenue is prov- 
ing insufficient to meet the demands vf 
current expenses.
